A DARING robbery of a train on the 
Frisco road occurred at Mound Valley, 
Kas., on the 3d. Balked in their at- 
tempt to secure the mail and express 
matter, the robbers went through the 
cars and held up the passengers, secur- 
ing what valrables could not be put out 
of sight. Express Messenger Charles 
Chapman was shot and instantly killed 
by one of the robbers. 

On the 4th the bark Syra, Capt. Pet- 
tingall, nine days from Tampa, Fla., 
arrived at Baltimore, Md., with Capt. 
Thaddeus Babbidge, of Camden, Me., 
and crew of the abandoned schooner 
William Smith. 

Four women of the poorest class 
have recently been murdered and mu- 
tilated in Oostburg, a small village on 
the island of Oads, Netherlands. The 
murders were committed at night, and 
the bodies were dissected in the man- 
ner pursued by Jack the Ripper. Up 
to the 4th no arrests had been made. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 4th the Pacific mills at Law- 
rence, Mass., started up, giving employ- 
ment to over 2,000 persons. 

DIVIDENDS declared on the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern railroad 
for the year ended June 30 were 10 per 
cent. on $533,500 of guaranteed stock, 
and 6 per cent. on $49,466,500 of com- 
mon stock. 

Ture new Columbian liberty bell, 
which was cast in Troy, N. Y., June 22 
last, arrived at the World’s fair on 
the 2d. 

Imports of specie at the port of New 
York, for the week ended on the 2d, 
were $7,435,179, of which 87,426,438 were 
gold and $8,541 silver. 

Imports, exclusive of specie, at the 
port of New York for the week ended 
on the 2d were $7,549,545 of which §2- 
202,028 were dry goods and $5,337,517 
general merchandise. 

SEVENTY per cent., or 70,000, of the 
striking Welsh miners had, up to the 
2d, gone back to work at the old scale, 
and the strike for 20 per cent. advance 
was virtually ended. ° 

On the 4th all departments of the 
Carnegie steel mills at Homestead, Pa., 
started up in full, giving employment 
to 2,000 men who had been idle for sev- 
eral weeks. 

A STATEMENT of the Imperial bank of 
Germany issued on the 4th showed a 





decrease of specie of 12,860,000 marks. 

Tue financial troubles of Ingham 
university, at Leroy, N. Y., have come 
to a climax at last, and the famous old 
school for girls must pay its debts. 

On the 3d forty-seven representatives 
of the Society of Civil Engineers of 
France arrived in New York. On the 
4th they were taken in hand by the 
societies of the civil, electric and me- 
chanical engineers of New York, and 
were dined at the American Engineers’ 
club. 

On the 4th the twenty-sixth annual 
congress of the Trades Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland was opened in Ul- 
ster ball, Belfast. Some 400 delegates 
were present. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Tue city council of Augusta, Ga., has 
contributed $500 to the purchase of pro- 
visions for sufferers along the coast and 
sea islands of South Carolina, devastated 
by the recent storm. 

TuHE order given by the Secretary of 
the Interior to eject all persons from 
the Cherokee strip is being faithfully 
complied with. 

OFFICIAL reports indicate that the 
Kansas corn crop will reach 200,000,000 
bushels this year, the largest ever 
known except in 1889. 

Tue cotton crop of the United States 
for the year ending with the close of 
August, 1893, amounts to 6,700,365 bales, 
showing the enormous decrease of 2,335,- 
014 bales, compared with the great crop 
of 1891-92, and a deficit, compared with 
1890-91 of 1,952,552 bales. 

A BiG cloudburst occurred at Guyton, 
Ga., on the 2d. The people were caught 
on the streets and country roads and had 
to swim for their lives. Bridges were 
washed away. 

A CAREFUL investigation of the con- 
dition of affairs on the coast of Caro- 
lina shows that the reports have not 
been exaggerated. The loss of life will 
aggregate 800 in Beaufort County. 

A pispatcu from Port Royal, 8. C. 
brings the startling information that 
fully 100 lives have been lost at Port 
Royal, Beaufort and neighboring points 
by drowning during the storm on the 
28th. 

CHESTER Scott, the notorious train 
robber, whose exploits in criminal an- 
nals are known throughout the country, 
is again at large, having escaped from 
jail at Rome, Ga., on the 2d. 

Tux government expenditures for the 
two months of the fiscal year exceeded 
the receipts $17,000,000. This. exces 
had to be drawn from the tressury’s 
available eash, which was reduced, of 
course, just that amount, or at the rate 
of $8,500,000 per month. 

GrorceE TURNER was hanged at 
Spartansburg, S. C., on the Ist. Turner 
was s handsome man, 50 years old, 
weighing over 200 pounds. He was the 
owner of a cotton factory, and was worth 
$50,000. 

ALVA GOULD, one of the earliest Com- 
stock pioneers, the man for whom the 
famous Gould and Curry mine was 
named, is dying at Reno, Neb. Of late 
years he made aliving by peddling fruit 





to passengers on overland trains.

Dr. Thatcher Graves, Ckargeé with the 
Marder of Mrs. Barnaby. Commits Suf- 
cide In Jatl at Denver, Col.—The Tragie 
End of a Celebrated Murder Case. 
DENVER, Col., Sept. 4.—Dr. Thatcher 

Graves, the convicted poisoner of Mrs. 

Josephine Barnaby, committed suicide 

in his cell at the county jail Saturday 

night, presumably by taking poison. 

He was found stiff and cold in death 

at9a.m.,yesterday by the “trusty” who 

had been caring for him. On his per- 
s0n was found this letter: 


DENVER, Col., Aug. 9, 1893. 
To the Coroner of Denver: . 5, 
DEAR SIR: Please do not hold an autopsy 
on my remains. The cause of death may be 
rendered as follows: Died from persecution, 
worn out, exhausted. 


Yours respectfully, 
T. THATCHER GRAVES, M. D. 

The corpse was quite cold when 
found. No direct evidence of suicide 
was visible, but the above letter tells 
the story. There were also letters to 
Mrs. Graves, wife of the doctor; to 
Jailer Crews, and an address to the 
public. That the prisoner had long 
contemplated taking his own life is 
evident from the date of the latter— 
August 9 last. 

The letter addressed to Jailer Crews 
read as follows: 





August 25, 1893. 

It would keep a man busy to follow Stevens 
and answer the lies which he unblushingly ped- 
dles out to the papers. One or two. however, 
need attention, and are easily proven to be 
lies. Iwas a member of the Massachusetts 
State Medical society, also the Connecticut 
Medical society. Inever made application to 
the Rhode Island State society for admission. 

My lawyers have full reports showing that I 
never wronged the estate of Mrs. Barnaby, 
and that the estate now owes me money out- 
side of the legacy in the will. The public may 
see what I have to expect from the villainous, 
cowardly falsehoods of Stevens. I can not ex- 
pend more money fighting him. I must take 
the only means to saye it for my wife and dear, 
honored, aged mother. 

[Signed] T. THATCHER GRAVES. 

As is well known Dr. Graves was 
awaiting his second trial for the al- 
leged murder of Mrs. Josephine Barna- 
by, of Providence,R. I., whoat the time 
of her death was visiting friends in 
Denver. She died April 19, 1891. On 
April 19 she drank from a bottle of 
whisky that come by mail from LBos- 
ton and that was labeled ‘‘Wish you 
a happy New Year. Please accept this 
fine old whisky from your friends in 
the woods.” The whisky contained a 
solution of arsenic. 

Dr. Graves was accused of sending 
the bottle, aniafter one of the most 
famous trials in the criminal annals of 
this country, was convicted of murder 
in the first degree and was sentenced 
to be hanged. The supreme court 
granted him a new trial, which was to 
have been begun the latter part of 
this month. 

“It's a clear case of suicide,” said 
Coroner Chivington, while sitting in 
the cell of the dead man yesterday 
morning. 

Deputy Warden Shire nodded and the 
coroner opened a letter addressed to 
him by the doctor. It was dated 
August 9, and after requesting that no 
autopsy be held informed the coroner 
that he could find the cause of his 
death as follows: ‘'Died of persecu- 
tion, worn out and exhaused.” The 
letter was found among a dozen others 
addressed to various persons in a bun- 
dle of manuscript in the doctor's 
satchel] which stood near the head of 
his cot. 

One of the letters was addressed to 
John W. Bridges, the “trusty” who 
discovered the doctor dead in his cell. 
Thorough search of the cell had been 
made before the letters had been 
brought to light. A pile of books and 
magazines that stood on the little ta- 
ble and his clothing were searched, 
but nothing was found that would ex- 
plain the suicide until the satchel was 
lifted and the letters found under it. 
The doctor left everything to the 
widow before he died. He lay on his 
right side in a posture he usually as- 
sumed after retiring. There was a 
slight froth on his lips, which might 
just as easily have come from natural 
causes as from poison. There were 
fresh pears and peaches on his table, 
the gift of his wife on her last vist. 

It was stated in the proceedings of 
the county commissioners that no 
action was taken on the request of the 
doctor that the county pay the expen- 
ses of his eastern witnesses. It is now 
learned that no formal request was 
ever made for such assistance to the 
county board, and this is the reason 
why no action was taken. 

Mrs. Graves and several gentlemer 
visited the doctor Saturday. As is the 
custom they were searched, but noth- 
ing of a suspicious nature was found 
on their persons. As is evident fiom 
the letter addressed to the coroner, Dr. 
Graves undoubtedly committed  sui- 


cide, but with what drug the 
autopsy alone will tell. It was 
supposed, however, that he took 
morphine. That he had _ been 


contemplating the act for a long time 
is evidenced by the fact that the letter 
was dated August 9. 

Mrs. Graves, wife of the doctor, was 
informed of her husband’s death short 
ly before noon. She was at the house 
of Attorney Macon, who has s0 ably 
defended her husband, where she has 
been stopping for some time past. The 
poor woman was deeply affected by the 
news and for a time nobody could com: 
fort her. The absence of Macon, who 
is in Canon City, was much regretted. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Macon she 
hurried to the jail only to find that the 
body had been taken to the coroner's 
office. The news of the removal of the 
yemains caused another affecting scene, 
and the poor woman sat in a daze fo 
some time. 


NAVAL VETERANS, 


Au Tauseal Scene in an Indianapolis 
‘Chorch—A Touching Address to Naval 
Veterans, Followed by an Impromptu 
Reception by Ex-President Harrison. 

INDIANAFOLIS, IND., Sept. 4— There 
was an urusual scene at the Taber- 
nacle Presbyterian church yesterday 
morning, and one in which ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison, much to his sur- 
prise, was made a central figure. A 
spicial patriotic service had been ar- 
ranged for the delegates to the con- 
vention of Naval Veterans, over 100 of 
whom, headed by Rear-Admiral B. S. 
Osborne, occupied seats in the body of 
the edifice, flanked on either side by a 
delegation of the Mary A. Logan 
cadets, of Columbus, O. 

Before the platform, surrounded by 
floral designs, rested a portrait of 
Farragut, while above and around 
were Stars and Stripes in profusion. 
The throng of worshippers reached 
sich proportions that the doors to the 
adjoining chapel were thrown open 
and even after the 1,200 seats had been 
filled hundreds were content to stand 
in the aisles and the connecting class- 
rooms. While the opening hymn was 
being given out the ex-president, 
whose home church, the First Presby- 
terian, is closed for the summer, was 
recognized in the rear of the edifice by 
one of the ushers anda seat found for 
him in one of the front pews. 

An incident of the service was the 
pronouncing by Rev. Dr. J. A. Round- 
th@ler, the pastor, of an invocation 
upon a silken American flag, which 

ad been presented by several Indiana 
comrades to Wallace Foster, of this 
city, a veteran who is known through- 

the United States for his ad- 
vecacy of patriotism in public schools. 
In the address, which took the place of 
the peraee and which was repeatedly 
interrugted by applause, Dr. Round- 
thaler dwelt upon the bravery and 
heroic sacrifices of the naval veterans; 
declared that Farragut ranked with 
Grant on the national roll of honor, 
and urged that a spirit of patriotism 
should be inculeated' among the rising 
generation to the end that the country 
might be still greater and grander in 
the future than in the past. But the 
applause and enthusiasm died away 
and eyes were wet and faces sad as he 
delivered his peroration. Many of his 
audience sobbed audibly and the ex- 
president buried his face in his hand- 
kerchief for several moments. 
). “Every year you meet,” said the 
preacher,” you recall the names of 
comrades and others who have been 
added to the great number of those 
that have met at your camp fires for 
the last time, who have answered to 
the last roll-call of their posts and 
entered into that which is behind the 
curtain of the grave. I would not 
throw a shadow over the gladness of 
this week, but I know that our citizen- 
soldiery of the war are particularly re- 
sponsive to comradeship and they 
scarcely ever meet around the camp 
fires that, with hushed voice and sweet 
association of memory they do not re- 
catl the names of those whose faces 
they ‘will see no more on earth.” 

The audience still lingered after the 
benediction had been pronounced, and 
several of the old salts in the rear 
pushed to the front and grasped the 
ex-president by the hand. Seeing that 
an impromptu reception could not be 
avoided, the pastor invited Mr. Harri- 
son to the front of the platform, and 
for over an hour men, women and chil- 
dren filed by, each taking him by the 
hand and many expressing in a few 
words their pleasure at seeing him 
amongst them. 

“It was,” said the pastor afterward, 
‘‘one of the most unusual and touching 
scenes I have ever witnessed in a 
house of prayer.” 


ANOTHER TRAIN ROBBERY. 


A Frisco Train Held Up in Kansas—The 
Express Messenger Killed and Passen- 
gers Robbed. 

St. Lours. Sept, 4.—The Fitsco rail- 
road was at 3:20 yesterday morning the 
victim of another successful attack by 
train robbers. The scene of the crime 
was Mound Valley, Kas. a point 
130 miles this side of Wichita. 

The messenger, Charles Chapman, 
whose home is at Joplin, Mo., but who 
had the run to Burrton,§ Kas., 
was killed by the robbers as he made 
anattempt to flee from the car and 
thus balk them in their designs upon 
the property intrusted to the Wells- 
Fargo Express Co. 

Three men were engaged in the rob- 
bery. They attacked the train as it 
stopped at Mound Valley and captured 
the engineer, John Tabor, of Spring- 
field; the baggageman, William Leit- 
wein, of Springfield; Luke Bills, the 
chair-car porter, and the fireman. The 
brakeman fled under the muzzle of a 
gun and escaped to his car, and Con- 
ductor Mills sought safety in the Pull- 
man sleeper. 

Failing in an effort to break open 
the safe with a coal-pick, and baffled 
in an effort to get into the mail car, 
the desperadoes robbed the passengers 
of the smoker and two chair cars of 
money, watches, jewelry, knives, to- 
bacco, and, in one instance, took a 
man’s coat and hat. 

Thousands Perished.

THE MILITIA INTERFERED. 


Prize- Fights Prevented at Roby, Ind., by 
the Presenc of the Militia—“Pugs” and 
“Sports” Taught to Respect State Laws, 
Rosy, Ind., Sept. 5.—Several hun- 

dred men and officers of the national 

guards, armed with swords, bayonets, 
rifies, gatling gun and 2,000 pounds of 
ammunition. bivouaced here last night 
outside the Columbian Athletic club. 

The finish fights which had been an- 

nounced to take place between 

“Young” Griffo, champion feather- 

weight of Australia, and “Kid” La- 

vigne, of Bay City, Mich., for a purse 
of $6,500, and Jimmy Barry, of Chica- 
go, and Johnny Connors, of Springfield, 

Ill., for a $1,509 purse, were called be- 

fore the military demonstration was 

made at theclubhouse. Benjamin Har- 
ris, of Crown Point, who was ap- 
pointed receiver for the club early in 
the day, served an order on Charles 

Fredericks, sheriff of Lake county, 

that he should allow no more prize 

fights in the clubhouse. 

The sheriff went to the clubhouse at 
6:30 to-night, giving notice to the men 
in charge,and leaving a dozen deputies 
to see that the order was respected. 

Deminick O'Malley, president of the 
club, and the men who intended to 
fight threw up the sponge after 4 
oclock this afternoon. No special 
trains were run from Chicago. Ex- 
cept for the militia, the Roby sporting 
house was dark and dull asa cemetery. 

“Kid” Lavigne was the only fighter 
who remained at the clubhouse all 
night. He was not half as disgusted 
as Griffo over the action of Gov. Mat- 
thews in sending the national guard to 
see that the fight did not come off. 
Much was expected by the sports from 
the test case which is to be tried next 
week in the Lake circuit court. 

No such military demonstration to 
prevent a prize fight has ever been 
seen in this part of the country, and it 
awed the small crowd of spectators. 

The militiamen arrived on the scene 
at 9 o'clock by special trains. All was 
dark and still, but the commanding 
officers suspected a ruse to circumvent 
them. Picket lines were thrown out 
and a company of boys in blue were 
detailed for sentry duty around the 
building's closed arena. The oflicers 
also expected to see resistance, and 
their surprise was tempered with a 
feeling of satisfaction that they would 
not be ordered to fire upon citizens. 

Some officers went into the arena 
and found a small party of men taking 
care of the place, but no signs of a 
fight. Some found their way to the 
4lubhouse adjoining, where refresh- 
ments were notsecured. Only twenty- 
four hours rations were brought on 
each train and no camp equipments, so 
that the officers and men shared alike. 
A plank sidewalk with a blanket eover- 
ing served as a couch for those not on 
duty, but no one grumbled.

4 Misstonary Says that Emin Was Killed 
and Eaten—A Like Fate Meted Out to 
His Fottowers. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—Rev. Dr. Swan, a 
missionary who has just returned from 
Ujiji, on the east shore of Lake Tan- 
ganyilka, Africa, says that it is impos- 
sible to doubt honestly that Emin 
Pasha is dead. ‘‘The most circumstan- 
tial reports are heard from four inde- 
pendent sources,” said Mr. Swan, and 
all agreed as to the details. The Arabs 
everywhere in Africa are rejoicing 
over his death. 

According to the reports received by 
Mr. Swan, Emin had arrived at the 
residence of Seyd Bin Abed, in the 
country of the Manyemas in the east- 
ern part of the Congo State. A party of 
Arabs approached and asked Emin: 

“Where are you going?” 

‘*T'o the coast,” was Emin’'s reply. 

The leaderof the Arabs, who was 
armed with a scymetar, then stepped 
up to Emin and said: 

“You are Emin Pasha, who killed 
the Arabs at Victoria Nyanza.” With- 
out waiting for an answer he struck 
off Emin’s head with the scymetar. 
Emin’s body was thrown to the Man- 
yemas, who ate it. 

Subsequently the Manyemas mur- 
dered Emin’s followers and ate them. 

Swan says these details have been so 
often repeated that in Ujiji nobody 
has the slighest doubt as to their cor- 
rectness. 








It was the Doolin-Dalton Gang. 

Wicuttra, Kan., Sept. 5.—As yet no 
report has been made by the posses in 
pursuit of the Mound Valley robbers. 
It is thought the crime was committed 
by the Doolin-Dalton gang, who were 
engaged in a desperate fight with dep- 
uty marshals at Ingalls Friday. 

The night telegraph operatcrs at 
Vinita, I. T., and Columbus, Kas., 
were held to-night, probably by the 
same body of outlaws. The dead body 
of Bill Doolin, who was wounded in 
the Ingalls fight, was found near Ar- 
kansas City to-day. ‘‘Arkansas” Tom 
has been captured near Wichita. 





The Cholera, 

Loxpon, Sept. 5.—One fresh case of 
cholera was found in Hull yesterday. 
Sir Walter Foster, parliamentary sec- 
retary of the local government board, 
when questioned in the house of com- 
mons yesterday afternoon, said that 
seven deaths from cholera had oc- 
curred in Hull and Grimsby. He 
added that every precaution was being 
taken against the epidemic. 

IN BERLIN. 

BERLIN, Sept. 5.—The number of 
cholera cases reported here from the 
outbreak of the epidemic until yester- 
day noon, is 28. 


LABOR IN LINE. 

How the Wage Earners in Many Cities 
Celebrated Labor Day—The Red Flag 
Not Allowed to Be Unfurled in New 
York—Thirty Thousand in Line tn Chi: 
cago. 

New York, Sept. 5.—Perfect weather 
welcomed Labor day in New York. 
All the big manutactories shut down, 
all wholesale establishments, business 
exchanges, down-town offices and most 
of the retail saps were closed. Up 
town the holiday was not so generally 
observed. State courts and the conyte of 
general sessions were open fora few 
minutes only, business being pwué off 
until to-day. 

The labor parade moved from Cooper 
Union, at Eighth street, to the Bat- 
tery. The labor leaders calculated that 
15,000 men were in line. No disturb- 
ance of any kind was reported. 

In Brooklyn, the parade was one of 
the largest ever held. The most im- 
pressive feature of the demonstration 
Was perhaps its peaceful character. 

Several anarchists were marching in 
the ranks, but they had to act like the 
sober-minded workingmen around 
them, and they were not even allowed 
to carry their flags in the main parade. 
By special orders the leaders prevented 
any flag from being carried except the 
Stars and Stripes and trade banners. 





Thirty Thousand in Line. 

CurcaGco, Sept. 5.—The celebration 
of Labor day was a great success. 
The weather was all that could be de- 
sired. The different organizations 
turned out in foree, and the result 
was that the marching column was 
one of the longest ever seen in Chi- 
cago, the estimate being that probably 
80,000 men were in line. ‘The crowds 
that were massed on the streets along 
the line of march wére tremendous. 
The equal of the throng was seen here 
only on the day the World’s fair was 
dedicated. 

Good order and good nature charac- 
terized the day. The parade was 
handled with great skill by the mar- 
shals. After the parade the organiza- 
tions disbanded and attended the 
usual festivities and games at picnics 
in Kuhn's park, where’ eloquent 
speeches were made. 


At Cincinnatt. 

CincCINNATI, Sept. 5.—The Labor day 
celebration was ahead of those of any 
previous vear. The parade was the 
great feature of the morning. The 
various unions gathered at the Garfield 
statue, and with flying Danners and 
gay badges marched through the prin- 
cipal streets, disbanding at the city 
hall. About 6,000 men were in line. 
After the parade the men separated for 
the picnies which had been arranged 
at the various pleasure resorts sur- 
rounding the city. The day was gen- 
erally observed among the manufac- 
turers, a few business houses being 
closed also. 


Very Orderly. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Sept. 5.—The cel- 
ebration of Labor day in Evansville 
was very orderly. About 3,500 men, 
members of labor unions, paraded yes- 
terday morning, and in the afternoon 
listened to a speech by Prof. E. A. 
Riggins, at Garven park. 

Every ,Union. 

Sr. Josern, Mo., Sept. 5.—Two thous- 
and workmen paraded yesterday morn- 
ing. Every union in the city was in 
line. 

Ten Thousand at Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 5.—Over 10,- 
000 men paraded here yesterday in 
honor of Labor day. Nearly all were 
in uniform and many were mounted. 


At Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 5.—Two 
thousand workingmen in line marched 
through the crowded streets to Elec- 
tric park, where Labor day was appro- 
priately celebrated. ‘There was no 
other demonstration. 

Smallest Ever Known. 

ToreKa, Kan., Sept. 5.—Owing to 
the recent laying off of more than 1,000 
men at the Santa Fe shops, the Labor 
day parade was the smallest ever 
known here. 


Extensively Observed. 

Boston, Sept. 5.—The wage-earners 
had beantiful weather yesterday for 
their celebration, and Labor day was 
never so extensively observed in this 
section before. 


Biggest in the City’s History. 
LovisvitLE, Ky., Sept. 5.—Labor day 
demonstration here was the biggest in 
the history of the city. Between 10,000 
and 15,000 were in line. 


Two Parades in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Sept. 5.—There were too 
labor parades in St. Louis, and it is es- 
timated that fully 18,000 men partici- 
pated. 

Started Up with Non-union Men. 

PItTsBuRGH, Pa., Sept. 5.—The large 
plant of the Oliver Iron and Steel Co., 
Tenth street, south side, and the Hay- 
worth Steam Co., corner of Fourth and 
Smallman streets, were placed in oper- 
ation yesterday morning with non- 
union men sufficient to operate every 
department. At noon Mr. Oliver said 
everything was working smoothly;

The Government Has Suspended 
Telegraphic News. 


NO EXPLANATION HAS BEEN GIVEN 





Internal Troubles Are Known to Exist 
and the President Has Been Asked 
to Resign--Troops Are 


in Fighting Trim. 


New York, Sept. 8.—The Commer- 
cial Cable company and the South Amer- 
ican Telegraph company, 387 and 39 
Wail street, posted a notice that the Bra- 
zilian government has suspended all tele- 
graphic communication to and from 
Brazil for the present. 

This order, however, will not interfere 
with telegrams passing through Brazil 
for points beyond. No explanation for 
the order is given, and, when inter- 
viewed, the Brazilian consul simply 
shrugged his shoulders and said he had 
nothing to say, and could give no reason. 

The Herald, however, has a Jong cable 
dispatch from Montevideo which says 
the naval fleet now at Rio Janeiro has 
intimated to President Piezotto that he 
should resign. 

The demand was made through Ad- 
miral Custodio Jose Melo. In Fortress 
Santa Cruz is situated a garrison loyal 
to the Piezotto administration, who are 
under fighting orders and awaiting an 
attack by the squadron. 

The port of Rio Janeiro has been block- 
aded. News has been received officially 
confirming the report of the revolt. 


Cholera Abroad, 

LONDON, Sept. 8.—Sanitary Inspector 
Dogherty has been stricken with cholera 
in Hull, and was taken to the hospital. 
There has been another death from chol- 
era in Hull. 

A Berlin Special Says: 

The Rhine has been proclaimed offici- 
cially to be infected with cholera, and 
bathing in it is forbidden. All the pub- 
lic baths along its banks have been or- 
dered closed and the authorities of all 
the towns in the Rhine Valley have been 
instructed to adopt stringent measures to 
prevent the use of the river water for 
domestic purposes. 





Who Said Carnot Was Dead? 

Panis, Sept. 8.—Rumors: of sickness 
culminating in the report of the death of 
President Carnot was not without some 
foundation. For the past month Carnot 
has been seriously ill, in fact he has been 
suffering since March with gastric fever, 
which finally resulted in an operation 
that proved successful.

__CHOLERA GAINS GROUND. 


Undesirable Immigrants Is the Dangerous 
Feature to This Country. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Marine hospi- 
tal reports indicate that much cholera 
exists in Europe, and that the disease is 
spreading, but the only thing upon which 
the service here looks with apprehension 
is the infiux of undesirable immigrants. 
The national quarantine is vastly more 
effective than last year, however, and 
the foreign inspection by United States 
agents has so far been successful. It is 
believed that the disease could be stamp- 
ed out even more effectually than a year 
ago. 

The report of the consul at Nantes, 
France, just received, shows a large in- 
crease in the number of cases there. The 
mortality had reached 11 a day, with a 
total of seven deaths for the week end- 
ing Auy. 19,

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FREE TRADE HEDGING. 


Pemocratic Organs Manifesting a Ten- 
dency Toward Protection. 

The Boston Herald, which said last 
year that “rise in wages is directly op- 
posed to free trade,” is becoming 
alarmed at the damaging effects of its 
own doctrine upon labor, in the shut- 
ting down of mills, the discharge of 
workmen by thousands, and the feed- 
ing of people at public expense who 
last year enjoyed in abundance the 
comforts of life. Hence it is beginning 
to hedge. In a recent issue it affirms 
that as soon as financial confidence is 
restored the “told tendency toward im- 
proved wages and lessened hours of 
work” will be resumed; that “in the 
immediate future this happy condition 
of affairs bids fair to be intensified as 
the result of tariff changes,” and that 
“liberty of trade” will give ‘‘returns in 
the form of wages far more satisfactory 
than any they have hitherto received.” 
The Herald realizes that the time for 
opening another ‘‘campaign of educa- 
tion” is drawing near, and that some- 
thing must be done to parry the effects 
of the general suspension of industry 
and wages. It has begun to feed the 
starving workmen on promises. 

The Herald was just as ardent a free 
trader a year ago, when it conceded 
that free trade was opposed to an in- 
crease of wages, as it is now when it is 
called to face the fact that the mere 
menace of free trade is destroying 
American industry. Other free trade 
papers, not less intelligent or ardent 
than the Herald, are not so apologetic. 
The New York Times confessed not 
more than a fortnight ago that the 
wages of labor must undergo a “long 
and painful surgery” as the result of 
tariff reform,and the New York Evening 
Post about the same time declared that 
‘the reductions of wages now begin- 
ning to be reported are to be deplored 
on general principles, but under pres- 
ent circumstances they are hardly to 
be avoided. It should be remembered 
that a steady and very long continued 
rise in the value of wages has existed” 
The New York Times and the Evening 
Post were last year among the most 
earnest supporters of the democratic 
“tariff reform” platform. Were they 
unconscious then of the natural conse- 
quences that were sure to follow the 
removal of all protection? And in this 
connection we quote from the Buffalo 
Courier sume words of Thomas Dolan, 
a democratic textile manufacturer of 
Philadelphia, in order to show his error. 
According to the Courier Mr. Dolan 
spoke as follows: 

“I believe that the depression is almost whol- 
ly due t& the silver policy. If the alarm was 
due to the victory of the democrats, why was it 
not manifested last November? The people 
knew thenas well as they know now that it 
was within the power of the new administra- 
tion to repeal the tariff laws, yet no uneasiness 
was felt. In fact, in the woolen business every- 


thing went along swimmingly until the first of 
July.” 


This effort to relieve the democratic 
tariff declaration in the platform of re- 
sponsibility for the recent depression, 
by asserting that there was no mani- 
festation of it in November, is met by 
a quotation from the New York Daily 
Commercial Bulletin, an organ of free 
trade, on the 17th day of that month— 
just nine days after the election of Mr. 
Cleveland: 

“The chicf pressure of these transient disar- 
rangements will be found to finally settle upon 
raw materials and labor. If the manufacturer 
has to accepta lower rrice for his product he 
must either close his works or get compensa- 
tion in a reduction of the costs of production, 
and that economy must be his first resort for 
self-protection, The'produccr of raw materials 
can have no choice but to accept his share of 
concession, at once if he must, later if he may. 
Labor may be expected to yield its quota of 
concession, grudgingly and tardily and possibly 
not without more or less disturbing resort to 
lockouts and strikes. Those who have taught 
workingmen thata reduction of tariff does not 
mean a relative reduction of wages have 
adulterated a great reform with very paradox- 
ical doctrine, but we doubt whether they have 
succeeded to any great extent in misleading 
their pupils.” 

We have put these quotations togeth- 
er in order to show that the democratic 
frec trade organs desired and confident- 
ly expected a reduction of wages when 
they commended the Chicago platform 
‘ast year. The trouble with them is 
that it has come with greater sudden- 
ness and force than they were looking 
for. Hence the information from some 
quarters that wages are to be higher 
under the new adjustment when it is 
completed, and from others that the 
democratic free trade declaration is not 
responsible for the very result predict- 
ed by themselves concerning it when it 
was the great war-cry of the campaign. 

The plain fact is that the closing of 
mills and factories is not wholly due to 
the silver situation, and repeal of the 
purchase clause of the silver law will 
not set their wheels in motion. The 
true explanation is that manufacturers 
are not willing to buy materials at 
protection prices to put into products 
which may have to be sold at free trade 
prices. In shutting down they are sim- 
ply exercising ordinary business pru- 
dence. The financier will not invest 
his money where there is doubt of his 
getting ecither principal or interest, 
and the manufacturer is animated by 
the same desire to protect himself. 

Repeal of the purchase clause of the 
silver law is greatly to be desired, but 
with it must come an emphatic declara- 
tion by congress that the tariffis not 
to be “reformed” in accordance with 
the declarations of the democratic 


platform, or the “hard times” now ex- | 


experienced will not give way to pros- 
perity. That is the situation in a nut- 
shell.—Troy Times. 








A SECTIONAL PARTY. 


Unmistakable Evidence of Democrati¢ 
Dinasention. 

The democratic leaders in the north 
have labored for many years to show 
that they belonged to a national.and 
not a sectional party. They convinced 
many voters of this fact last fall, but 
the first congress to assemble after that 
great democratic victory givesa flat de- 
nial to these assertions. The distin- 
guished Georgia democrat clected 
speaker of this Fifty-third congress in 
his list of committees expresses his con- 
fidence in the democracy of the south. 
He gives to southern democrats thirty 
of the chairmanships and but twenty- 
two to northern democrats. Of thefour 
most important committees he gives 
the absolute control into the hands of 
southern men, both as to chairmen and 
majorities. There are thirty-seven 
committees that have southern majori- 
ties in the democratic membership and 
only fourteen that have northern dem- 
ecrats in control. 

This may not be sectionalism as to 
the organization of the committees asa 
whole, but it does place the democracy 
of the north back where it was before 
the war, asa very insignificant tail to 
the southern democracy, and only able 
to assert its own rights when it appeals 
to republicans for help. ‘The southern 
democrats will be able to control every 
important committee except that of in- 
valid pensions, if the democrats and 
republicans draw party lines, for the 
southern men have a majority of the 
democratic members of all these impor- 
tant committees. 

The south controls the following 
committees, as reported by Speaker 
Crisp, of Georgia: Ways and means, 
coinage, weights and measures, bank- 
ing and currency, appropriations, in- 
terstate and foreign commerce, rivers 
and harbors, foreign affairs, pensions, 
elections, judiciary, naval affairs, post 
ofiices and post roads, agriculture, pub- 
lic lands, merchant marine, railways 
and canals, private land claims, public 
buildings and grounds, Pacific roads, 
education, patents, reform in the civil 
service, election of president, vice pres- 
ident and members of congress, immi- 
gration and naturalization, claims, war 
claims, District of Columbia, revision 
of the laws, expenditure of the state 
department, expenditure of the war de- 
partment, expenditure of the navy de- 
partment, expenditure of the post office 
department, expenditure of the interior 
department, expenditure of the agri- 
cultural department, expenditure of the 
department of justice, and printing. 

The northern democrats will be able 
to control the following committees: 
Invalid pensions, military affairs, 
militia, Indian affairs, territories, man- 
ufactures, mines and mining, alcoholic 
liquor traftic, irrigation of arid lands, 
ventilation and acoustics, expenditure 
of the treasury department, expendi- 
ture on public buildings, and library. 

There is not a question coming be- 
fore congress on which the north and 
south may have different interests at 
stake where the northern democrats 
can dictate or protect themselves but 
by an appeal to the republicans. The 
south can dictate as to the tariff legis- 
lation, the coinage and currency ques- 
tion, the appropriations, pensions, in- 

erstate commerce, river and harbor 
improvements, and everything else 
touching legislation. The northern 
democrats have to thank Speaker Crisp 
for giving them contrel of sixteen com- 
mittees, but one of which touches leg- 
islation, and the majority ot them rare- 
ly called together. 

If the democratic party is not a sec- 
tional party then Speaker Crisp has 
been laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion. The distinguished Georgian 
made up his committees as did demo- 
crats before the war, when the south 
was in the saddle and southern gentle- 
men looked upon northern men as 
mudsills.—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


THE PRESIDENT’S THREAT. 


Tariff-Smashing Promised in the Near 
Futuro. 

Mr. Cleveland evidently deemed it 
necessary, for partisan purposes, to 
say a word on the subject of the 
tariff. This he does in an incidental 
way by stating that it had been his 
intention to convene congress carly in 
September to “enter promptly upon 
the work of tariff reform,” but felt 
that the financial condition was s0 
pressing that action upon it is needed 
before the long and dreary debate on 
the tariff is begun. Ile is careful to 
say, however, that “tariff reform has 
lost; none of its immediate and per- 
manent importance,” and further sig- 
nifies that he expects congress to pro- 
ceed with tariff-smashing as soon as 
the financial question is settled. 

This threat of active and early inter- 
ference with the established economic 
system of the country will, unfor. 
tunately, accentuate the stagnation in 
manufacturing circles and diminish the 
chances of workingmen for obtaining 
steady employment. The present con- 
dition in industrial circles proves this. 
And this threat of the president does 
not go on all fours with the utterances 
of his message concerning the injury to 
workingmen through the evils of un- 
sound finance. Mr. Cleveland will tind 
out later a fact now known by bitter 
experience to tens of thousands of Ja- 
boring men—that the distressand stag-
